* f Sec. 942 (a) la the event aa officer or employee of the Service 
who is a citiaen of the United Mates or one of his dependents, requires 
medical care, for illness or injury not the result of vicious habits, in- 
temperance or misconduct, while stationed abroad in a locality where 
there is no qualified person or facility to provide sack care, the Secre- 
tary may, in accordance with such regulations as he may prescribe, pay 
the travel expenses of such person by whatever means he shall deem 
appropriate, including the furnishing of transportation, and without 
regard to the Standardised Government Travel Regulations and section 
IS of the Act of March 3, 1933, as amended (tO Stat. 606; b U. &. C. 

73b), to the nearest locality where suitable medical care can he 
obtained. If any such officer, employee, or dependent is toe Hil to 
travel unattended, or in the case of a dependent too young to travel
